Southern rough and timber. Extreme fire activity. Structures, historic sites and recreation facilities remain
threatened.

Sweat Farm Road, Georgia Forestry Commission. North Carolina IMT 2 (Hildreth). Started on private land ten
miles west of Waycross, GA. Southern rough and timber. Running, crowning, torching and spotting. Numerous
residences remain threatened.

BICY Complex (five fires), Big Cypress National Preserve. IMT 1 (Whitney). Fifty-one miles west of Ft.
Lauderdale, FL. Southern rough. Moderate fire activity.

Florida Bugaboo, National Forests in Florida. Unified Command between NIMO (Ferguson) and Florida IMT 2
(Beauchamp). Thirty miles northeast of Lake City, FL. Southern rough. Moderate fire activity with isolated
reburning. Numerous structures remain threatened.

Deland Complex (seven fires), Florida DOF. Six miles west of Ormond Beach. Southern rough. Fire activity
inside containment lines remains problematic. Residences threatened.

Dairy Road, Florida DOF. Seven miles northwest of Keystone Heights, FL. Southern rough. Increased interior
burning. Numerous structures threatened.

Pigeon Branch, Cherokee National Forest. Two miles east of Cedar Creek, TN. Hardwood litter. Backing fire.



Frog Light, Florida DOF. Eight miles southwest of Okeechobee, FL. Tall grass. Moderate to extreme fire activity.
Residences remain threatened.

Buck Shank, Great Smoky Mountains NP. Ten miles south of Maryville, TN. Hardwood litter. Creeping and
smoldering. Increase in acreage due to more accurate mapping.

Paterson, Florida DOF. Eighteen miles east of Lehigh Acres, FL. Southern rough. Moderate fire activity.
Reduction in acreage due to more accurate mapping.
